On the morning of 24 th Dcccrjiber, 1970, a patrol party 
was directed to search Punglomi Village in Nagaland, After 
encircling the village, search parties were detailed to comb 
the houses which were suspected to be the hostile hide-outs. 
When the Police party consisting of. Shri Govinda Appukuttan 
and seven other constables approached the house of an Ex- 
Havildar of the hostilcs, the inmates of the house shut, the 
door but the Police party forced their entry into the house 
and started search. During the course of search, Shri 
Appukuttan found that the inmates were pretending to he 
sleeping. Shri Appukuttan saw through their trick and 
pulled their blankets. He then heard a slow bolt manipula- 
tion of a rille under a large basket, which was covered with 
a blanket. He removed the blanket and got hold of a 
hostile who was hiding under the basket. Tne hostile pressed 
his rille against the chest of Shri Appukuttan but Shri Appu- 
kuttan llung the aimed rille aside and hit the hostile with the 
butt end of his rille. He then grappled with the hostile in 
absolute disregard of his safely.

38-3/7 1 -(./(/.- --The post-independence effort to- 
wards development has entirely changed Etc educational 
scene in the country. During the last 23 years, there has 
been a tremendous expansion of education which has had 
no parallel in the curlier history of this country and only a 
few purullels'in the contemporary educational history of most 
developing countries In the years ahead, it is bound to con- 
tinue unabated. The problems generated by the mutual 
impact of educatymal and socio-economic changes would 
prove to be far more challenging and of deeper significance 
than they were at any earlier time. This unprecedented 
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phenomenon oi change can no longer he ignored by educa- 
tional administrators, lliey have to prepare themselves to 
respond to its intricacies with understanding and skill. Jhey 
have lo be ready for a comprehensive minsiormaiion o£ the 
educational system so as to keep it continually relevant to 
Lite life, needs ami uspii aliens ot the young people and the 
rapid development oi the nation. 1 he chief concern of the 
educational administrator oi today and tomonow, therefore, 
would be lo go on planning and implementing prom amines of 
education, and pm ocularly those designed for its ceaseless 
qualitative improvement. 

it is time, the refute, that reorganisation of educational 
administration receives priority among our developmental 
tasks. Being a new venture, it will need caieiully planned 
and sustained attention on die part of till concerned — the 
Central GoverniUettl, the Slates and the Union Territories. 
Broad programmes have been discussed in this connection by 
the Education Commission (1 904-60) and by the Working 
Party on Educational Planning, Administration and Evalua- 
tion (1969), Since research and tunning play a crucial role 
in all such ptoeosses of transformation, both the Education 
Commission and the Working Party on Educational Planning, 
Administration and Evaluation, recommended the setting up 
of a National Stall' College for Educational Planners and 
Administrators, which would undertake extensive research 
in the problems oi educational administration and planning, 
provided consultancy and extension services for diffusion of 
new practices, and arrange for the reorientation of senior 
educational administrators llnough suitable programmes. 
This recommendation was accepted by the Central Advisory 
Board of Education, the Stale Education Minister's Confe- 
rence and the Government of India. 

Realising ihtd the establishment of the National Staff 
College would require certain academic facilities as well as 
an administrative set up, it was decided to utilize the readily 
available organization of the Asian histiuiu: or Educational 
Planning and Administration, New Delhi, to develop an 
'Indian Programme' alongside the 'Asian Programmes’ it has 
been conducting. This ‘Indian Programme’, essentially 
designed for stimulating further thinking on problems of 
educational administration in the country, and initiating 
activities which would explore some of these problems in 
depth, has been useful in preparing the academic background 
for the establishment of the Stall College and based on this 
experience, the Government of India have now decided to 
establish, with effect from March 1, 1971, an autonomous 
organisation, named as the "National Staff College for Edu- 
cational Planners and Administrators”. For the present, the 
College is located in the premises of the Asian Institute, of 
Educational Planning and Administration, New Delhi and the 
Director of the Institute is the ex-officio Director of the 
National .Staff College for Educational Planners and Admi- 
nistrators. 

The Government of India hope that the Staff College will 
receive co-operation from State Governments and Educa- 
tional Institutions and organisations, and would be able to 
# 'TfH the important tusk of improvement of educational 
planning and administration in the country, with which it has 
been entrusted.
